A WORD FROM DAIN STURGES 


For the Fifth War Loan Drive, 
Plomb established an outstanding 
record of being one of the first 
establishments in the area to go 
over their quota. 

We received widespread com- 
mendation from the Treasury De- 
partment, that does us no harm in 
obtaining government contracts 
that make better jobs. We are 
striving again to maintain this 
pace we have set for ourselves. 

The Sixth War Loan Drive began 
this week. The quota set by the 
Treasury Department is $75.00 of 
bond purchases per employee dur- 
ing the months of November and 
December. This figure includes 
regular payroll deductions for 
those two months, for which we 
can depend on approximately 
$36,000. Consequently we must 
raise $20,000 in extra bond pur- 
chases to meet our quota for the 
drive. This amount has been 
broken down by departments, 
based on payroll percentages as 
follows. These figures represent 
net purchases, not face value.

There's no use maintaining 
fighting planes and guns with Plomb 
Tools unless we have the ammunition 
to make these fighting units effective.

The production of heavy 
shells must be stepped up from half a 
million a month to TWO AND A HALF 
MILLION A MONTH if we are to keep 
our offensives going in both Europe and 
Asia. Millions of dollars worth of tanks, 
jeeps, planes and supplies are being 
destroyed every twenty-four hours.

Last Thursday evening I had the pleasure of attending the annual banquet 
given by the secretaries of the principal executives in Los Angeles io their 
‘bosses’.

- subject assigned to me was ‘The World of Tomorrow”.
